It was reported that the annual 
Fish and Game Association con¬ 
vention would be held in Red Deer 
this year on February 1, 2 and 3. 
Three club representatives, Presi¬ 
dent Orazio Celli; Secretary A1 
Krywolt, and Jim Kerr will at¬ 
tend the affair. 

The meeting then enjoyed a num¬ 
ber of films on Sulphur and For¬ 
estry, being shown after which a 
lunch was served.

A recent survey was made of 
homes in the Pass by the gas com¬ 
pany in an attempt to find out 
how many residents here wouid 
be possible gas consumers. 

Results of the survey were di¬ 
vulged at the meeting and showed 
that of the 644 homes canvassed 
in Blairmore, 413 favored gas; 
Coleman showed of the 766 can¬ 
vassed, 504 favored gas; Bellevue 
results showed that of the 451 can¬ 
vassed 262 favored gas, and in 
Frank, 42 of the 68 homes were in 
favor of gas. 

The gas company officials were 
extremely pleased with the results 
of the survey made. 

It was pointed out that the same 
rate would prevail in all of the 
Pass towns and it was estimated 
that there would be some 20 mdes 
of main line and 17 miles of ser¬ 
vice lines required for all of the 
entire Pass. 

The matter of converting present 
furnaces and stoves to use natural 
gas would cost nothing, while 
some oil units could be converted 
and others could not and conver¬ 
sion costs would depend wholly an 
type of furnace and piping and 
burners wanted by consumers. 

Coal furnace rates would also 
vary as to what type of unit con¬ 
sumers would want but it was felt 
that convex sions would run from 
approximately $50.00 to $150.00 per 
unit dependend on type of furn¬ 
ace and what was required. 

Ranges, it was felt, would run 
approximately $15.00 for burners 
and possibly $10.00 for piping, 
while furnaces could run anywhere 
from $40.00 to $60.00 for piping. 
Water brackets would range from 
$60.00 to $90.00. Running the line 
from the lot line to the home would 
cost $10.00 for installation service 
charge, and there would also be a 
charge of 95c per foot for the three 
quarter inch pipe installed. A $10 
to $15 deposit will also be neces¬ 
sary. 

It was mentioned that two rates 
would be available to consumers: 
the first rate to all customers in 
the Pass would be charged as fol¬ 
lows for the first 2MCF (2,000 cu. 
ft.) or less used the charge would 
be $3.25 per month, and all addi-

tional (1M cu. ft.) MCF would be 
67c per MCF with a minimum 
monthly charge of $3.25 per month. 

The second rate, which is oo- 
tional is available to all custom¬ 
ers whose consumption is more 
than 550,090 cubic feet of gas. The 
fixed charge is $12.50 per month, 
plus a commodity charge of 44c 
per thousand cubic feet. The mini¬ 
mum monthly charge is $12.50. 

Comparisons showed that an av¬ 
erage size home approximately 
12k) square feet would use ap- 
pioximately 200,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas at a cost of $156.92 
per year. 

To heat the same home it would 
require 1860 gallons of propane 
gas and to be comparable in cost 
the propane gas would have to be 
sold at 8.4 per gallon. To heat the 
same home with oil it would re¬ 
quire an estimated 1345 gallons of 
fuel oil and to be comparable in 
price the oil would have to be sold 
at 11.6c per gallon. 

These heat figures are based on 
the assumption that the heat value 
of domestic fuel oil is 168,000 BTTJ 
(British Thermal Units) per gal 
Ion and propane 110,000 BTU per 
gallon, and operating combustions 
eiuciencies of oil be 65 per cent, 
propane gas 72 per cent and na¬ 
tural gas 72 per cent. 

The councils and gas company 
officials then discussed point by 
point the franchise submitted to 
the towns by the gas company. 

Several items, including tax paid 
to the towns by the gas company 
was questioned by council and 
other rates are to be drawn up bv 
the gas company for presentation 
to the towns. 

Councils will hold their own 
meetings to discuss the matter fur¬ 
ther and draw up a by-law for 
first reading with a view to giv¬ 
ing the gas franchise to Western 
Natural Gas Company if the is¬ 
sue of public ownership is not 
brought up by the ratepayers. 

The towns will then call on the 
proprietory electors for a vote and 
in order that the franchise be 
granted 66 2/3 per cent of electors 
must favor this action. The fran¬ 
chise would be effective for a 20- 
year period.

$426,783 Alloted 
For Hospital Costs 

The sum of $426,783 was recently 
distributed by the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health to 83 active 
treatment hospitals and nine aux¬ 
iliary hospitals as the second of 
three adjustment payments de¬ 
signed to help offset increased 
hospital costs. Initial 1961 pay¬ 
ment amounted to $400,000. 

Final adjustment will be made 
early in 1962 on the basis of aud¬ 
ited 1961 operating costs of the 
hospitals concerned. It is estimat¬ 
ed the final payment will amount 
to $750,000. 

The interim adjustment pay¬ 
ments by the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment are over and above regular 
Hospitalization Plan payments to 
hospitals which amount to approxi¬ 
mately $2,560,000 each month. 

The three additional grants to¬ 
talling approximately $1,500,000.00, 
will assist Alberta’s hospitals in 
meeting 1961 excess costs, the to¬ 
tal of which are estimated at $2,- 
700,000 for the calendar year 1961. 

Municipalities or organizations 
owning hospitals will be respon¬ 
sible for the balance of excess 
costs.

Because of the growing interest 
in Social Credit across Canada, 
Dr. Thompson stated “It is a re¬ 
ality, not just a possibility that 
the Social Credit party will form 
the next federal government of 
Canada." 

Dr. Thompson stressed the fact 
that Canada is not only involved 
in a cold war with the countries 
behind the “bamboo and iron cur¬ 
tains”, but Canada is also involved 
in an ecoonmic war with these 
same countries. Over 40 per cent 
of the dollar goes to governments 
in the form of taxes and when 
this reaches 50 per cent, which it 
will do shortly under our present 
economic system, Canada, in ef¬ 
fect will have socialism. He stat¬ 
ed Social Credit would avoid this 
by bringing about basic financial 
reform.

New Delicacy 
From The North 

Sweelgrass buffalo steaks will 
soon be adding northern sizzle to 
Canadian menus. 

Prime northern buffalo will 
likely be the first new food deli¬ 
cacy brought to Canadians in 1962 
when some 250,000 pounds of top 
quality meat from Wood Buffalo 
National Park go on sale from 
coast to coast in January. 

“Foods from the north are in¬ 
troducing Canadians to new ad¬ 
ventures in eating,” Northern Af¬ 
fairs Minister Walter Dinsdale 
said, "They’re disproving the 
charge that too much of our Ca¬ 
nadian food lacks the tang of re¬ 
gional flavor,” Eskimo caught 
char, he recalled, virtually added 
a new word — Ilkalu — to the 
language. (Ilkalu in Eskimo means 
fish). 


Buffalo meat from Elk Island 
National Park in Alberta, goes on 
sale this year with the Sweetgrass 
variety. Westerners need no in¬ 
troduction to Elk Island buffalo 

The Sweetgrass herd gets its 
name from the sweet grass of its 
immense northern range. Wood 
Buffalo National Park (17,£30 scj. 
miles in area) straddling north¬ 
ern Albeita and the Nor.hwest 
Territories, is home of the larg¬ 
est known buffalo herd in the 
1 world. How the meat has bacome 
plentiful enough to market is a 
tale of rear-extinction and dra¬ 
matic come-back of time and space 
for the patient processes of scien¬ 
tific game management to restore 
the herds. 

This is prime meat selected, in¬ 
spected, graded and packed in the 
Park’s big Sweetgrass abattoir. 
From hen it is shipped out to Ed¬ 
monton for cold storage and dis¬ 
tribution.
